How to Head Off Chinch Bugs. 


John F. Healey, of Fountain, Minn. 
writes the Pioneer Press of a novel and 
effective plan which he has hit upon 
to drive away the chinch bugs, which 
have so damaged the crops in that 
section of the state that whole fields 
in many cases are rendered worthless. 
He says: 

‘My field of green barley was threat- 
ened by these pests. I plowed a deep 





Taking six-inch fence boards, I set 
them up on the edge along this, bank, 
lapping and_ staki them down. 
Twice a day I wet this board with 
kerosene about two inches from the 
top, and the result is that when the 
bugs approach they at once turn and 
march away. By this means a thirty- 
three-acre crop of barley will, Thurs- 
day, be ready for the sickle instead of 
worthless. I treated a sixty-five-acre 
field of corn in a similar manner, with 
most satisfactory results. Of course, 
this method involves time and labor, 
but it is far preferable to losing one’s 
crops. Hereafter I expect to use a 
mixture of cheap kerosene and coal 
tar. Its cost the cornstalks alone will 
doubly offset where feed is as scarce as 
itis in Southern Minnesota. Where 
corn has already been damaged by the 
bugs, by plowing a furrow against the 
row, throwing the clay up well and 
dressing with a hoe, the pests may be 
so checked for a time t in a fort- 
night a growth of corn fodder may be 
had which will prove as good as hay.”

The steck of old wheat in the San 
Francisco call board warehouse July 
1 was 3,750,000 bus. It is thought that 
there is very little old wheat in Cali- 
fornia outside of these warehouses. 
The export of wheat from San Fran- 
cisco for the cereal year ended June 
30, was 20,008,000 bus. The heaviest 
exporter of wheat from this country is 
William Dresbach, of San Francisco, 
who during the past twelve months 
shipped from that port 7,776,170 bus or 
nearly 35 per cent of the total export. 
The San Francisco wheat clique con- 
tinues to run that and the Liverpool 
market, and prices at San Francisco 
have recently been advancing. Own- 
ers of vessels now at that port seeking 
grain freights are entirely dependent 
on the clique for business, as there are 
virtually no other exporters in the 
market. Prices of wheat are relative- 
ly much higher than in Europe. 


A prominent New York flour dealer 
returned July 10, after a flying trip of 
ten Pe through the spring wheat 
belt of the northwest, made for the 
sole pur of learning how much 
wheat there is back in the spring 
wheat states and what the conditions 
of the growing crops are. He tells the 
Commercial Bulletin that the north- 
west has practically been swept clean 
of old wheat to ship into Chicago on 
the June corner; and that, with few 
exceptions, of wealthy farmers who 
refuse to accept current prices as the 
did the corner prices in June, there is 
practically no wheat back in the farm- 
ers’ hands. In fact, the Minneapolis 
millers own all the wheat left in the 
northwest, including perhaps 1,500,000 
in first hands yet, and 3,500,000 in 
country elevators, as well as the 5,000,- 
000 to 6,000,000 bus in Minneapolis, 
which is the gon 3 point in the north- 
west that has wheat enough to keep 
its mills running. Only a few other of 
the largest milling pointsin the whole 
northwest now have any wheat at all, 
and these few are a able to get 50 
to 100 bus per day, when single mills 
could use 1,000 to 1,500 bus if they 
could get it. Asaresult, he says the 
mills in the northwest outside Minne- 
apolis generally are shut down and will 
have to remain so until the new crop 
is available, which will not be much if 
any before September, except in 
southern Minnesota, which is about 15 
days earlier. Of the prospect of the 
new crop, he says that south of a line 
running east and west through Minne- 
apolis, the stand of the new crop of 
wheat is short and thin and the 
ground weedy, with evidences of 
chinch-bugs all through in spots, but 
the damage by them is not general in 
any entire localities: but that the 
crop in this whole southern sprin 
belt will be below an average ond 
much below last year.

The Boston Market. 
H. B. Goodwin & Co. make the fol- 


lowing report : 

Trade has been of a rather more sat- 
isfactory character during the past few 
days and sales have been on a larger 
footing than for some time —_ e 
improvement has, however, been main- 
ly confined to spring wheat flours and 
daronah the acceptance of the lowest 
range of prices we have any recollec- 
tion of the prominent mills accepting. 
Winter wheats continue dull and drag- 

y and the general expectation of 
ower prices as soon as the new flours 
begin to move is likely to check any 
decided increase in the demand at 
present figures. The continued heavy 
exports are having a favorable influ- 
ence, and as the spot stock is remark- 
ably light, we think that when prices 
settle a trifle lower than they now are, 
the trade will be apt to purchase them 
liberally. At present, in comparison 
with spring wheat flours, the latter 
are much the cheaper. Low grades 
rule quiet, and our best figures are 
hardly up to what the New York mar- 
ket is ng to pay for them at the 
moment. There has been a good call 
for cheap Michigan and New York 
state flours for pastry pees at 
about $4.15@4.25. The h ag grades 
of these flours, including the favorite 
brands of oo have been very 
on and all the 
willing to pay is $4.35, and this only 
for a few extra good flours. Some very 
choice Michigan roller straights have 
been offering at this and a trifle less. 
Representatives of the leading St. Louis 
milis have put in an appearance with 
their new flours and are pushing them 
hard and at very low prices in the en- 
deavor to get them reintroduced, $4.50 
being all that is asked for the most 
famous brands, and a number of them 
can be had at less than that. These 
flours are going to give the Michigan 
and New York flours a strong a 
tition in family trade this season. Win- 
ter patents are very dull. Spring wheat 
bakers’ have been going very slowly. 
As stated above there has been rather 
a brisk movement in spring wheat pat- 
ents. Early in the week the leading 
millers, such as Pillsbury, Christian, 
Washburn, Crosby & Co., and others 
of the large Minneapolis manufactur- 
er dropped their prices to a figure 
which inspired the trade with con- 
fidence and considerable flour changed 
hands. The lowest sales openly ac- 
knowledged by some of these mills 
was $4.80, but it was strongly sus- 
pected that at least 5c less was accept- 
ed in several instances. Meanwhile a 
number of equally choice Minnesota 
flours were freely offering at $4.75, and 
we know of sales of Bare fally up to 
the highest standard at $4.70. The 
feeling is now stronger, but we do not 
look for higher prices just at present. 

Receipts of flour for the week were 
45,961 bbls of all kinds against 37,321 
bbis for the corresponding week of 
1886. The exports for the same time 
were 51,580 bbls against 49,238 bbls for 
the corresponding week of 1886.

In the diagonal gallery at the right 
are smooth and corrugated chilled iron 
rolls from Neher, of Schaffhausen, 
and Chaudel-Page, of Valdoie-Belfort. 
Kreis, of Hamburg, shows his new 
conveyor ; Zonca Belle, of Venice, 
a roller mill with a single revolving 
roll working under a removable sector. 
On leaving the main gallery the visitor 
will do well to visit the pavilion 
erected by where is exhibited 
all the latest machinery for the prepa- 
ration of rice.

Ganz & Co. had two dif- 
ferent systems of decorticating ma- 
chines on exhibition at Augsburg last 
year, one of which was the Till hori- 
zontally adjusted disks with movable 
case, and the other that of Wim- 
mer, consisting of a cone with 
suitable ding surfaces on a ver- 
tical axle an with immovable 
case. In operation at that exposi- 
tion, the Till decorticator showed 
large capacity with but little hull re- 
moved and some heating of the ma- 
terial, while the Wimmer machine 
turned out the product more slowly 
but did effective work in removing 
the outer portion of the hull without 
hurting the berry for flour making. 
The power required was large but 
was made up largely 5 simplification 
of subsequent work. It was less with 
the Wimmer apparatus because the 
ventilation employed permitted the 
removal of detached dust particles at 
once, thus lightening the work and 
lessening friction.

The New York product exchange 
has amended its rules so that after 
Aug. 21, No. 1 hard wheat will be de- 
liverable in that market on contracts 
for No. 2red. The rules as changed, 
read: Wheat sold for future delivery 
at the public calls and on the floor of 
the exchange, unless otherwise speci- 
fied, shall be known ascontract wheat; 
upon which the seller shall have the 
right to deliver in lots of 8,000 bus, 
either No. 2 winter wheat or No. 1 
spring wheat. When a transferable 
order is issued for the delivery of 
what is known as contract wheat, it 
shall ee the specific grade of 
wheat, either No. 2 winter or No. 
1 hard winter, that is intended to be 
delivered, and no part of a load of 
either grade shal] be deemed a good 
delivery except by mutual consent.

the deficiency or loss, from whatever 
circumstance it may have occurred, if 
not occasioned by the fault of — of 
the depositors, must fall upon all in 
the proportion which the amount of 
wheat each had deposited bore to the 
whole amount deposited. This rule is 
based upon a maxim that all courts 
are bound to observe—the maxim that 
equality is equity; and it certainly 
could have no better foundation.

To a cer- 
tain extent that is correct. The law 
looks with disfavor upon a party who 
sleeps on his rights, but it certainly 
does not commend the vigilance of a 
party in his endeavor to deprive others 
of their rights. The vigilance which 
is exercised to get others’ property 
from them may be tortious and even 
criminal.” 

- Under a certain Tennessee statute, 
money lost in gambling or on wagers 
may be recov2red by the loser’s wife. 
In the case of Dunn vs Bell, the plain- 
tiff sued a broker to recover margins 
which her husband had deposited up- 
on operations in “‘grain futures.’”? The 
case was refe to a commission of 
refe: who found in favor of the 
a for the amount claimed, but 

educted therefrom a sum of money 
which had been paid Dunn in previous 
operations, though the claim of the 
broker for this payment was outlawed. 

The opinion of the commission was 
rendered by Tinnon, R. who said: 1. 
“The defendant’s right to plead the 
set-off attached when the bill was filed 
—_ him ; he was not barred by the 
ninety days’ limitation. Thebringing 
ofa suit by one party saves from the 
operation of the statute all such claims 
of the defendant as are properly the 
subject of set-off, and which are in fact 
geen as a set-off in the action. 2. 

tis earnestly contended that these 
operations in “grain futures” are not 
within the mischiefs denounced by the 
statute; but we think that such con- 
tracts are within the letter as well as 
within the evil intended to be reme- 
died by the statute. The facts are that 
when the dealer, M. OC. Dunn, conclud- 
ed upon which side he would put his 
margin—whether he would risk it up- 
on the rise or fall of the article named 

—he signed and delivered to the 
broker a written order to buy or sell 
the article named upon his account at 
the price named, to be delivered at a 
future day specified ; and the broker, 
at the same time, delivered to him a 
written contract that he had bought 
or had sold the article upon his account 
to be delivered at a future day named 
in the contract. The contract then 
states the amount of margin put up, 
and recites the conditions upon which 
it would be lost and the contract 
closed. The proof is conclusive that the 
broker did not buy or sell the article 
named in the contract, and _ that 
neither ty intended at any time to 
buy, sell, deliver or receive the article 
specified, but intended simply to settle 
by the ‘difference’ in the price of the 
article in the market when the con- 
tract was made and the price of the 
day named for delivery. This leaves 
nothing in the transaction but a 
‘naked wager’ upon the rise or fall of

Arguments were presented before 
the board as to whether a company 
must hes one bond for each elevator 
or a blanket bond for all, and whether 
the licenses should be separate or col- 
lective.

Mr. Griggs moved that the amount of 
bond from each elevator company be 
fixed and proportioned as follows: 

For each elevator of a capacity of 
30,000 bus or less a bond of $5,000; for 
each elevator with a capacity of over 
30,000 bus and not more than 60,000 
bus $8,000; and for each elevator or 
warehouse with a capacity of more 
than that, $10,000. 

The board requires that one-fourth 
of the bondsmen be residents of Dako- 
ta, and that each person, company or 
corporation doing business as a public 
warehouse in Dakota be uired to 
take out a license for such business, 
and to give a good and sufficent bond. 
It was sta that the commission 
must furnish the samples of grades 
upon request of the elevator compa- 
nies and the latter are expected to 

ay forsame. It was brought out in 

ihe discussion that some of the eleva- 
tor companies, especially thosein south 
Dakota, would not store for pay this 
season, and would therefore not quali- 
fy under the law as warehousemen. 
It was decided that under the law the 
owner of the wheat was the one who 
should furnish the cars, and therefore 
storage would not end when the 
farmer surrendered his tickets, but 
would continue until cars were pro- 
vided. 

The secretary of state of Michigan 
estimates the wheat yield of that state 
at 21,600,000 bus, based upon the 
acreage given by the supervisors at 
the time of spring assessment. In the 
southern counties a yield of 13 bus is 
estimated ; in the central, 15 bus; and 
in the northern 14} bus.

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In are of the reduction of dust 
midd a and tailings, the idea of 
their uction and purification at the 
same time was — In the first 
place was considered the importance 
of getting the tailings in the t 
sible condition before final reduction, 
and then reducing the material in a 
way to add more to its purity. Itis a 
fact that any material which is well 
reduced is puror after being scalped 
than it was previous to reduction. In 
speaking of the reduction of the dust 
middlings, I mentioned the injury 
which might be done to that material 
through careless reduction—how in 
reducing the stock in a crowded way, 
on short surface, by squeezing it, that 
not only would the quality of the 
flour be influen but as well the 
yield of high e flour from the 
middlings. Another thing to be borne 
in mind in connection with the re- 
duction of material to flouris to get as 
much flour out of the stock as possible 
at a single reduction. When one does 
this, there is not so much flour to ex- 
tract at other reductions. In sizing 
stock, in preparing it for flour re- 
ductions, it is a natural thing to get 
as little flour as possible, but when it 
comes to legitimate flour reduction, 
then I would say, get as much as possi- 
ble. One does not make flour by 
mashing the stock very closely on the 
rolls. e i the flour by having 
enough surface and grinding re: 
Dust middlings, as we know, is only 
slightly removed from flour. It is 
stock which is too fine for middlin 
proper, and too coarse for flour. It is 
neither one nor the other, hence it 
must be a very easy matter to convert 
this stock into flour, in that it is only 
so lightly removed from it. But as 
fine as it is, as little as remains to be 
done to it, it may be so reduced that a 
large proportion of this material will 
work its way into low grade flour and 
feed, if done by short surface and 
closely set rolls which have a squeez- 
ing action. Whenever one has short 
surface for reducing any e of 
stock, he is forced to set the rolls to- 
gether very closely, to squeeze and 
mash the stock. He either has to do 
this or let the material go unreduced. 
Therefore the only thing which may 
be done to make good grinding possi- 
ble is to have a sufficient amount of 
surface. A number of reductions can- 
not compensate for the inefficiency of 
the amount of surface on each uc- 
tion. Stock once reduced in an im- 
ag manner is forever after affected 

ts disadvantage thereby. Two re- 
ductions with ample capacity will re- 
duce more stock and reduce it better 
than a half dozen where the capacity 
is insufficient on each or even on the 
first two or three. The evils of the 
first reduction cannot be compensated 
for by subsequent efforts in the way 
of reduction capacity. It would take 
a great deal less roll surface to prop- 
pn reduce this stock on the two 
reductions, than would be used in the 
81x.

Dust middlings, reduced with proper 
surface and the rolls properly ad- 
— will after a single operation 

almost entirely converted into 
flour. There will be a very small pro- 
rtion of material for a second re- 
uction. There will be a little offal 
for the second tailings. Second dust 
middlings means more as a classifica- 
tion than it does as the second reduc- 
tion of dust middlings. That is, this 
should be so where the surface is 
properly proportioned. It may be re- 
membered that all this is being said at 
this time from the standpoint of yield, 
and for the pur of increasing the 
proportion of high e flour and 
the proportion of flour in general 
from the wheat.

It would be better to reduce dust 
ae on a millstone,. than to re- 
duce this stock in the conglomerate 
way thatisso usual. The millstones 
would make a good article of flour, 
get rid of most of the large volume of 
stock, and leave little to tail over and 
work over to the low grade flour and 
feed. Itis one of the great troubles 
in modern milling that so little ma- 
teriai is really finished—there is such 
a large volume of stock :naking its 
way toward the tail end of the mill in 
an unfinished condition. The merit of 
the millstone reduction is that it 
finishes nearly everything it touches. 
Little is left except the tail. Never- 
thel I do not advise the use of 
the millstone for dust middlings. 
Their mention is made in this way 
and at this time for the purpose of 
ee the point of finished 
reductions, or reductions which ap 
proach a finish. It is evident that if 
we reduce dust middlings so that all 
the good material is converted into 
flour and all the poor material is sep- 
arated therefrom, the subsequent 
milling would be a very simple prob- 
lem. This condition is ideal. We can 
only approach ite realization by a suf- 
ficient amount of reduction capacity, 
properly adjusted. The great evil of 
our milling is traceable to overworked 
machinery. It has made our yield 
unnecessarily high and has resulted in 
the production of a large proportion 
of low grade flour and rich feed. 

* * 

It must not be forgotten that the 
yield is a matter of detail. As far as 
the quantity of flour from the wheat 
is concerned, the miller can go as far 
as he pleases. He can make a 4.25, a 
4.20 or a 4.10 yield. Itis all a matter 
of detail, to be controlled by his wish 
and his action. The production of in- 
creased proportions of high grade 
flour is less a matter of detail, but is 
one of thoughtfulness, of experience, 
the outgrowth of which will lead all 


alike to see and understand that the| 


key to the situation is not an increased 
number of reductions, but an in- 
crease in the amount of surface for 
each break or each reduction. The 
question to settle is not the number of 
reductions, but the amount of surface 
to be used. This is especially true of 
smooth roll reductions, as in the case 
of the breaks, it is not only a matter 
of finish, but also has to do with the 
production of middlings. Middlings, 
—) is the principal item. But in 
case of flour uctions, it is the end 
we are looking for. We wish to make 
as much flour, and at the same as ex- 
act a separation as possible. Hence 
the statement that the number of re- 
ductions will settle itself. If we have 
the surface and reduce the stock in 
one or two reductions so that nothing 
more remains to be reduced, then the 
number of reductions required is set- 
tled—it settles itself. There is noth- 
ing more to be reduced. Or if it be 
that the material which remains to be 
handled is low grade stock, then we 
may assume that none other than low 
grade reductions are necessary.

Very many debatable points will be 
met all the way along the avenues of 
investigation, which reason and prac- 
tical every a demonstrations can 
alone decide. Certain it is, however, 
that no point of excellence can 
made (the one system over the other) 
without showing its impelling conclu- 
sions through the medium of either 
one or the other source, or perhaps all 
combined, viz: the influences exhibi- 
ted in the principles ae purity, 
percentages and economy. If purity, 
then it may be proven by the absence 
of bran abrasion, producing its re- 
sults independent of the excessive 
amount of middlings so much sought 
after in the long system. Still, to 
show the superiority in this instance 
means that the run will, in the ab- 
sence of the usual amount of mid- 
dlings, be one of a straight grade, and 
the product has to surpass the given 
rule in quality, while the amounts, as 
regards percentages, must exceed the 
run as represented by that recorded 
as No. 1run.

tem. The facts in this case are these 
that at first the 1,000 bbl plant was not 
a legitimate one, but far in excess of 
the demand. Farther, it proves be- 
yond any question, that the error 
originated in the original plant, and 
the fact that the short system was 
benefited by the miscalculation, proves 
nothing whatever on which to base 
an argument from the economic me- 
chanical standpoint. It does prove. 
however, the keen observation an 
sagacity of the individual who applies 
the unused surfaces satisfactorily, but 
cannect champion a system from a de- 
cidedly economic standpoint in any 
direction, legitimately. The subject 
here opened is a very wide one, capa- 
ble of great diversities, unless strictly 
confined within legitimate channels of

Min- 
nesota gee are still pressing on 
the market, and holders are more than 
anxious to realize. Stocks of flour are 
small, however, and with any com- 
bined upturn in wheat, buyers would 
find it difficult to lay in a large assort- 
ment at current rates. The cause at- 
tributed for the scarcity of flour in 
Baltimore is that the old-fashioned 
commission merchant is fast disappear- 
ing from the arena, and in his place 

ers are represented by their own 
agents, who carry no stock whatever, 
but simply sell parties by sample, an 
the millers ship and draw on purchas- 
ers direct. This saves the commission, 
expense of hauling, interest, and many 
other smaller items, which in the ag- 
gre te run up toa good sized profit 
‘or the miller, and at the same time 
requires much less money to do the 
business than under the old regime, 
because large stocks are unn 4 
pin, yr ordering only as they need it, 
and millers grinding only when they 
havea demand. This mode of ameg 
business has many advantages, whic 
can readily be seen. All the city mill- 
ers are now making ‘new’ flour. 
The receipts of flour week were 
68,213 barrels, and shipments were 32,- 
884 barrels. The wheat market has 
ruled dull most of the week also, clos- 
ing firm, to-day, however, in sympathy 
with Chicago, at about last quotations. 
New wheat is arriving freely for so 
early in the season, but is eagerly 
sought after by both millers and ship- 
pers. During the week 126,000 bus 
of new southern was among the re- 
ceipts. Receipts for the week were 
412,688 bus and shipments 489,158 
bus. The stock in store here is 370,- 
476 bus.

law prescribes to the contrary, and the 
board of trade and railroad men will 
appoint a joint committee to devise 
means to overcome this. 

Commissioner Rinaker stated the 
case thus: ‘‘There are serious doubis 
as to whether, under our law, wheat 
of quality No. 1 and 2 can be taken in 
its condition, without respect to quan- 
tity of chaff, straw or other impurities 
in it, or lacking 1, 2, 3, 4 or 5 per cent 
of being entitled to the grade, shall be 
received and passed as No. lor No. 2, 
minus 2} of dirt. There is a doubt as 
to whether the rule can be changed so 
as to permit that sort of certificate to 
be issued by the inspector, and whether 
it is practicable, under the law, to al- 
low that impurity to be removed from 
the wheat before it lands in the bins of 
the elevator. Our law prevents this. 
and under it the wheat can not be 
cleaned after the inspection.”’ 

The board also passed a resolution 
making it obligatory upon the eleva- 
tors to collect the inspection fees, so 
that a person can not refuse to pay 
and still get the grain.

The Elevator Bolt. 





Of all the various machines and de- 
vices that enter into the construction 
and equipment of the modern flour 
mill and elevator, the most inconse- 

uential, at first thought, perhaps, is 
the elevator bolt. The practical mill- 
er or millwright, however, who has 
learned by long and possibly dear ex- 
perience not to overlook or despise 
small things, gives this little elevator 
bolt an important place among his 
other and more expensive machinery. 
When he stops to consider the aston- 
ishing changes and improvements that 
have taken place in milling machines 
and methods, it is difficult for him to 
namean articlein which there has been 
more genuine improvement than in the 
elevator bolt. He has only to look back 
a few short years to the period when the 
elevator bolt was an awkward, clum- 
sy thing of malleable iron, with a 
large round head that projected from 
the belt until worn down by contact 
with the Cg way or elevator leg. Com- 
pared with this bolt, the elevator bolt 
of to-day isa “thing of beauty anda 
joy forever.”” The responsibility of 
this = change rests upon the firm 
of Thornburgh & Glessner, Chicago, 
whose different styles of bolts are il- 
lustrated herewith. Quite a number 
of years ago the members of this firm 
became convinced that malleable iron 
was unsuited for the manufacture of 
elevator bolts, owing to its exceeding 
brittleness, and conceived theidea of 
stamping them out of Swedish or Nor- 
way iron, and caused the importation 
of some iron for this pu . ae 
experiment was success in every 
respect, and in the process of stamp- 
ing, the corrugation under the head 
was develo which enabled the 
bolt to be held while the nut was a 
screwed on, andin addition permitte 
the head to be drawn into the belt un- 
til it is flush with the surface, thereb 
reducing the friction and consequen 
ly the risk of fire. As Swedish iron is 
known to be one of the toughest of 
metals, the corrugated bolt, illustrated 
herewith, when placed upon the mar-

This is of interest to consumers, as 
there have been infringements of this 
bolt on the market. The Excelsior 
flat head bolt, shown in the cut, was 
put upon the market about four years 
ago by Thornburgh & Glessner, and is 
an improvement upon the old belt bolt 
of similar es a with which the public 
is familiar. Itis hand forged, and for 
large buckets, where 5 and 6 ply rub- 
ber belts are used, it is preferred to all 
others. Theadvent of link belting for 
elevators made a new bolt necessary 
and the button head bolt, here illustra- 
ted, was the result. It has answered 
every pu for which it was de- 
signed, and the demand for it is on the 
increase. The manufacture of these 
bolts has ted to the construction of 
many new and novel machines, refer- 
a which will be made in another 
article.
